The general market was quiet for a 
regular packet day and presented but 
very few features of interest. The weather 
was clear and cold, which sudden change 
may have influenced business men to keep 
within doors. Sugars were very stiff and 
holders seemed to have no idea of what 
prices toask. Provisions were dull and 
holders desiring to effect sales were 
obliged to make liberal concessions from 
previous rates. Cotton was firm and fair- 
ly activé with an upward tendency. The 
money market was alittle more active in 
connection with a more animated movye- 
ment incotton, but remainseasy for all 
legitimate purposes. New Orleans ex- 
change is dull on account of New York 
exchange being at a premium in that city, 
Our banks were checking on New Orleans 
at \& off topar. In Eastern exchange rates 
were unchanged. 

Gold was dull in view ofa further ce- 
cline in New York. It opened there at 135, 
was down to 132% at noon and closed at 
182%4. Dealers here reported no sales and 

_ bought but a few smal! amounts at 152 to 
‘182%. 

City and eounty scrip were inactive and 
nominally as previously reported and the 
same was more or less true of police scrip. 
Brokers reported neither sales nor offer- 
ings that were worthy of note. 


The market for securities and stocks 


was likewise inactive and disclosed but a 
small operation in Mississippi Central 
Railroad first mortgage bonis at 68. It 
is reported by telegraph that Memphis 
City bonds are downto 49 in New York. 
A letter of the 19th instant quotes them at 
50% to 50% and Memphis and Charlestos 
stock at 47 to 48.
